Gentlemen, 

I beg'  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  condition  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1925. 
It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a slight  improvement  in  the 
birth  rate,  while  the  death  rate  has  increased  from  12.8  to 
14.0. 

This  was  in  a great  measure  due  to  the  intensely  cold 
weather  from  October  up  to  the  end  of  the  year.  The  last 
ten  weeks  of  the  year  saw  the  north  of  England  frost  bound, 
without  any  abatement  in  the  temperature  whatever,  and  the 
heavy  falls  of  snow  added  to  the  difliculties  of  the  population 
moving  back  and  forwards  to  their  daily  work. 
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Under  such  trying"  cond.itions  it  was  to  be  expected 
that  the  death  rate  would  rise.  In  average  winters  it  is 
usual  to  go  well  towards  Christmas  without  having  hard 
frost  or  snow,  and  the  great  majority  of  people  w^ere  there- 
fore taken  unprepared  as  regards  clothing  suitable  for  such 
arctic  conditions  as  prevailed  in  November  and  Decem.ber. 

I am  glad  to  again  state  that  no  case  of  Enteric  or 
Typhoid  Fever  has  occurred  during  the  year. 

The  district  has  been  free  from  this  disease  for  over 
eight  years. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  2,684  acres,  and  comprises 
the  ecclesiastical  Parishes  of  Felling,  Fleworth  and  Windy- 
nook.  The  census  population  of  1921  was  26,152,  whilst 
the  estimated  population  for  1925  is  27,910. 

The  district  has  northerly  exposure  and  slopes  from  its 
southern  boundary  towards  the  North  and  North-East.  The 
highest  point  is  in  the  South,  being  some  460  feet  above  sea 
level,  and  it  gradually  slopes  toAvards  the  North  and  North- 
East,  reaching  to  the  river  Tyne,  where  the  contours  vary 
from  50  feet  to  25  feet  above  sea  level  on  the  river  bank. 

In  the  higher  portions  the  sub-soil  is  of  sand  stone,  in 
which  are  situated  quarries  from  wdiich  the  celebrated  “ New- 
castle Grindstones  ” have  been  exported  for  several  genera- 
tions to  all  parts  of  the  globe. 

The  land  falling  from  the  sandstone  tow’ards  the  North 
gradually  attains  to  a clay  sub-soil  in  the  North  and  Eastern 
Wards.  In  both  of  these  districts  brick  works  are  situated. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  1921  was  5,212.

ihe  district  is  a purely  industrial  one,  the  chief  indus- 
tries being-  coal-mining-,  shipbuilding-,  chemicals,  and  engin- 
eering:. lo  these  may  be  added  the  factories  of  the  Co- 
operative Wholesale  Society,  tailoring,  hosiery,  furniture 
and  upholstering,  drug^s  and  drysaltery;  wliilst  the  printing 
trade  is  represented  by  the  large  works  of  the  C.W.S.  and 

the  Sir  \\  alter  Scott  printing  companies,  together  with  smialler 
printing  works. 


During  the  past  year,  owing  to  the  depression  in  trade, 
the  Poor  Law  Guardians  have  had  considerable  claims  upon 
their  resources.  These  have  been  met  with  a scale  of  relief 
whicn  comipares  lavourably  with  the  scales  of  other  adioinin^’" 
Poor  Law  Authorities.  The  Poor  Law  Hospital  provides 
medical  care  and  attention  to  all  suitable  cases,  and  seems  to 
have  had  accomm.odation  for  all  the  necessary  cases.

It  will  be  noticed  tliat  the  birth  rate  for  Felling  U.D.  is 
greater  than  that  of  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  by  6.1 
per  1,000,  and  it  is  also  greater  than  the  birth  rate  of  the  157 
smaller  towns  of  England  (population  20,000  to  50,000)  by  the 
same  figure,  viz.,  6.1  per  1,000.  The  “ Natural  Increase,” 
i.e.,  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  is  298.

The  two  deaths  from  Diphtheria  occurred  in  children 
who  were  moribund  when  medical  aid  was  called  in,  and  to 
whom  diphtheria  anti-toxin  was  useless  through  delay  in 
•seeking  medical  advice. 


SMALL-POX. 

During  the  year  small-pox  was  prevalent  in  adjacent 
Sanitary  areas,  and  on  many  occasions  I was  called  in 
by  medical  practitioners  to  see  doubtful  cases.  Up  to- 
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November  the  district  remained  free  from  the  disease.  Early 
in  November  a case  in  a very  early  stag'e  was  sent  to  me  to 
express  an  opinion.  In  its  early  stag^e  it  was  impossible  to 
say  definitely  if  it  were  small-pox.  Some  three  days 
after  first  seeing  it  the  diagnosis  was  certain.  The  case  was 
promptly  removed  to  hospital,  all  contacts  vaccinated  or 
revaccinated,  and  the  bedding  and  premises  disinfected. 

There  was  no  spread  of  the  disease  from  this  case,  and 
up  to  the  end  of  the  year  the  Urban  District  remained  free 
from  the  disease. 


DEATHS  FROM  ZYMOTIC  DISEASE, 

Zymotic  Death  Rate  1.1. 

The  number  of  deaths  due  to  zymotic  disease  v/as  31 
as  compared  with  22  in  1924. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table  that  this  was 
chiefly  due  to  Measles.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  convince  the 
public  that  this  disease  is  dangerous.  Children  are  often 
allowed  to  get  about  too  soon,  and  if  exposed  to  inclement 
weather  they  then  develop  a pneumonia  due  to  a mixed  in- 
fection with  frequently  fatal  result.

Tuberculosis  of  the  Respiratory  Org'ans  was  re- 
sponsible for  29  deaths,  as  compared  with  2G  deaths  in  192d 
and  41  deaths  In  1923. 

The  lowest  phthisis  rate  ever  recorded  for  the  Urban 
District  vcas  0.9  in  1921.  The  rise  in  this  rate  of  one  decimal 
point  need  not  cause  any  alarm  as  to  this  disease  making-  any 
marked  headway  in  the  community.

ACUTE  RESPIRATORY  DISEASE. 

Rate  2.5  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  these  diseases  was  70,  viz.. 
Bronchitis  32,  Pneumonia  33,  and  other  respiratory  disease 
5. 
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In  1924  the  rate  from  these  diseases  was  the  lowest 
ever  recorded  in  this  district,  viz.,  1.9. 

In  1923  it  was  2.4,  and  in  1922  it  Vv/as  2.8.  So  that  it 
has  reached  about  the  average  in  1925.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  at  Jarrow,  some  four 
miles  away,  where  patients  can  receive  attention  from  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer  as  required. 

Patients  found  suitable  for  treatment  in  a sanatorium 
are  forwarded  to  various  Sanatoria,  as  places  become  avail- 
able by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  of  the  County.  The  Child- 
ren’s Sanatorium  is  at  Stannington,  Northumberland. 

There  is  no  Maternity  Hospital  in  the  District,  thoug'h 
during'  the  3'Xar  a number  of  cases  have  been  admitted  to  the 
Princess  Wi3.ry  Maternity  Hospital,  City  Road,  Newcastle-on- 
Tyne. 

There  is  no  cluldren’s  Hospital  in  the  Urban  District, 
but  the  needs  of  the  district  in  this  respect  are  well  met  by  the 
Children’s  Hospital,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  the  Children’s  De- 
partment of  the  Royal  Victoria  Infirmary  and  the'  Gateshead 
Children’s  Hospital. 

The  Urban  District  Council  provide  a hospital  for 
their  own  cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  which  has  for  some 
years  had  ample  accommodation  for  all  the  infectious  cases 
of  the  district,  and  only  recently  it  was  able  to  admit  and 
treat  49  cases  of  scarlet  fever  from  another  adjacent  Sanitary 
Authority  in  addition  to  its  own. 
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The  Urban  Council  is  one  of  the  Constituent  Autliori- 
ties  of  the  North  East  Durham  Joint  Small  Pcx  Hospital. 

The  Royal  Infirm.ary  is  available  for  all  accidents, 
being-  only  some  two  miles  distant,  whilst  the  special  depart- 
ments of  the  Infirmary  deal  with  a number  of  cases,  as  do 
the  Special  Hospitals  of  the  City,  such  as  the  Chest,  Throat 
and  Ear,  Skin,  Eye,  and  Women’s  Hospitals.  These  are  all 
free,  and  as  the  University  of  Durham  Collc.gc  of  Medicine  is 
in  the  City,  the  staffs  are  ample  and  the  treatment  most 
efficient.

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  is  at  Heworth 
Hall,  and  is  in  charge  of  one  of  the  lady  assistant  medical 
Officers  of  the  Durham  County  Council. 

There  are  no  day  nurseries  in  the  Urban  District. 

The  Tuberculosis  dispensary  is  at  J arrow. 

The  Venereal  treatment  centre  is  at  the  Royal  Victoria 
Infirmary,  Newcastle-on-Tyne. 


The  Education  Committee  of  Urban  District  Council 
have  during-  the  past  year  erected  a School  Clinic  at  which 
all  minor  ailments  are  attended  to,  and  in  addition  operations 
for  tonsils  and  adenoids,  refractions  and  diseases  of  the  eye, 
whilst  extractions  and  conservative  treatment  for  the  Child- 
ren’s teeth  is  carried  out  by  the  School  Dental  Surgeon. 

The  building  consists  of  a waiting  room,  medical 
oincers’  room,  which  is  able  to  be  darkened  for  refraction 
work,  a minor  ailments  room,  also  used  by  the  dental 
surgeon,  an  operating  theatre,  together  with  a small  ward 
containing  beds  with  accommodation  for  six  patients  to  rest 
in,  after  having  tonsils  and  adenoids  removed,  prior  to  being 
taken  home  in  the  ambulance.  There  is  also  a bath  room  and 
two  lavatories.  The  whole  is  lighted  by  electricity,  and  also 
by  gas,  VvTalst  an  ample  supply  of  hot  water  is  available 
throughout  the  building.  The  StaT  is  as  follows  : —

of  Health)  (part  time). 

One  Throat  and  Nose  Surgeon  (part  time). 

One  Eye  Specialist  (part  time).

During  the  month  of  November,  1925,  Mr.  R.  J. 
McLaren  was  appointed  as  Second  Sanitary  Inspector,  in 
order  to  cope  with  the  increased  work  in  Public  Health 
generally,  but  especially  to  the  increased  work  due  to  the 
New  Meat  'Regulations,  and  also  in  order  to  give  some  in- 
creased supervision  over  the  milk  supplies. 

The  Health  Visitors  (2)  are  under  the  County  Council 
and  attend  to  the  duties  under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act.

OTHER  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

There  is  a Public  Nursing  Association  which  provides 
the  services  of  a trained  nurse  in  cases  of  a non-infectious 
nature  to  persons  who  subscribe  to  the  funds  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 


Infectious  diseases  are  removed  to  the  isolation  hos- 
pital. During  the  last  measles  epidemic  the  Lhban  Council 
reliev’ed  the  charge  nurse  of  the  isolation  hospital  of  her  duties 
teiHporarily,  and  placed  her  on  measles  dutv,  so  securinf^ 
professional  nursing  in  the  homes  of  the  sulTerers. 

There  are  several  branches  of  the  St.  John’s  x\mbu- 
lance  Association  in  tlic  district  with  V.A.D.  nurses  attached 
who  perform  a useful  service  gratuitously. 

The  workers  of  Wardley  Colliery  provide  the  services 
of  a whole  time  trained  nurse  for  the  men  at  the  colliery  and 
their  wives  and  families. 

There  are  three  certified  midwives  practising  in  the 
Urban  District  under  the  subsidy  of  the  County  Council. 

Arrangements  are  in  force  with  Mr.  Stock,  Public 
Anab/st  of  Darlington,  under  which  any  analysis  considered 
necessary  may  be  conducted. 
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SANITARY 


CIRCUMSTANCES 


OF  THE  AREA. 


The  water  supply  is  from  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead 
Water  Company’s  reservoirs.  It  is  constant,  and  has  been 
satisfactor)/  during'  the  whole  year  both  as  to  quantity  and 
quality.  The  district  lends  itself  to  efficient  drainag-e,  having 
a fall  of  about  450  feet  to  the  river  Tyne  in  a distance  of  some 
two  miles.  The  main  sevvers  may  be  considered  satisfactory, 
and  during  the  month  of  May  a Public  Inquiry  was  held  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  sanction  to  borrow  mioney  to  con- 
struct a main  sewer  from  Sunderland  road  to  Heworth  Shore. 
This,  if  completed,  would  drain  efficiently  the  new  housing  site 
on  the  Waterniill  Estate,  and  also  improve  the  drainage  of 
Pleworth  and  Heworth  Lane,  together  with  a portion  of  the 
Pelaw  Estate. 


SCAVENGING. 

The  year  1925  m.arked  a new  departure  in  Scavenging, 
viz.,  by  reverting  after  many  years  to  an  experimient  of  doing 
this  work  by  contract,  except,  on  this  occasion,  the  contractor 
was  to  use  m.otor-vehicles  only. 

In  the  earlier  stages  the  work  was  scarcely  satisfactory, 
as  the  contractor’s  men  w^ere  unaccustomed  to  the  usual 
rounds.  This  improved  after  a while,  but  compdaints  were 
fairly  frequent  during  the  year,  both  as  to  neglect  of  regular 
cleansing  and  also  as  to  sweeping  in  a negligent  manner, 
after  enipt3dng  the  boxes. 

The  experiment  generally  vras  not  the  success  expected, 
and  late  in  the  vear  it  was  decided  to  scavenge  the  miore 
populous  part  of  the  Urban  Area  by  the  Council’s  own  work- 
men, leaving  some  outlying  areas  to  contractors. 

The  refuse  is  deposited  in  disused  quarries,  care  being 
taken  tO'  avoid,  as  far  as  possible,  creating  a nuisance. 

Sanitary  Inspections  of  the  Area  are  carried  out  regu- 
larly during  the  year,  a full  detailed  statement  of  wffiich  will 
be  found  in  the  Inspector’s  Report. 
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The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Elementary  Schools  is 
satisfactory.  The  closets  and  lavatories  are  kept  in  a cleanly 
condition.  There  is  an  ample  supply  of  water  both  for 
dnnkincr  and  washino-  purposes.  The  non-infections  ailments 
are  dealt  with  at  the  School  Clinic.  During  the  year  a circular 
letter  was  forwarded  to  each  head  teacher,  pointing  out  that 
cases  of  chicken-pox  were  returning  to  school  too  early  after 
convalescence  and  in  an  infectious  condition,  and  giving 
instructions  that  no  child  should  be  admitted  to  school  until 
21  days  after  the  eruption  had  appeared.

No  use  has  been 
made  of  the  Schick  test  for  Diphtheria,  nor  the  Dick  test  for 
Scarlet  Fever,  nor  any  of  the  recently  developed  artificial 
methods  of  immunisation  against  these  diseases.  All  the 
primary  vaccinations  and  re-vaccinations  of  contacts  of  the 
one  case  of  Small-pox  were  done  by  the  Public  Vacinator.

The  number  of  factories  on  the  register  is  30.  The 
number  of  workshops  is  45. 

A detailed  list  of  the  various  trades  will  be  found  in 
the  Inspector’s  Report  which  is  attached. 

They  have  been  visited  and  found  in  a satisfactory 
condition. 

PRECAUTION  AGAINST  SPREAD  OF  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASE. 

All  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  removed  to  hospital. 
In  every  notifiable  disease  the  room  in  which  the  patient  lay 
is  sprayed  and  fumigated  by  formalin,  the  bed  and  bedding 
removed  to  hospital  and  passed  through  the  Thresh  steam 
disinfector. 

In  cases  of  death  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  this 
method  is  also  usually  carried  out. 

Arrangements  are  made  for  the  Registrar  to  notify 
the  M.O.  Health  of  every  death  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
and  date  of  the  funeral,  so  that  this  can  be  done  as  early, 
as  possible.

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

During'  the  year  107  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were 
auniitted  to  hospital  (lOO  per  cent).  106  cases  were 
discharged. 

Only  one  case  ended  fatally. 

Thirty-four  cases  were  admitted  from  the  District  of 
the  Chcster-le-Street  Joint  Hospital  Board. 

All  Sd  cases  made  a good  recovery. 

The  Staff  under  supervision  of  the  Matron  has  worked 
harmoniously  and  efficiently. 

HOUSING. 

The  Urban  District  is  slowly  overcoming  some  of 
the  ovei'crowding  which  has  existed  since  the  end  of  the 
Great  War.  The  Council’s  Building  Schemes,  together  with 
private  building,  are  progressing  at  a fairly  satisfactory  rate, 
though  much  remains  to  be  done. 

A detailed  statement  of  action  taken  to  enforce  neces- 
sary repairs  will  be  found  in  the  Inspector’s  Report.  The 
number  of  new  houses  erected  under  the  Council’s  Scheme 
and  occupied  during  the  year  was  42. 

The  number  of  houses  erected  by  private  enterprise 
and  occupied  during  the  year  was  27. 

One  Determing  Order  was  made  during  the  year  after 
the  house  had  been  put  into  a satisfactory  state  of  repair. 

This  brings  the  total  number  of  new  houses  during 
the  year  to  69,  with  the  addition  of  one  old  dwelling  again 
available.

(A)  MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  milk  produced  by  the  local  cowkeepers  is  of  ex- 
cellent quality,  and  on  inspecting  the  byres,  the  class  of 
animal  seemed  to  be  good,  and  the  animals  to  all  appearance 
seemed  in  good  condition. 

A large  quantity  of  milk  arrives  by  train  at  Felling 
and  Pelaw  Railway  Stations.  It  is  brought  from  Cumber- 
land, Northumberland,  Dumfrieshire,  Peebleshire,  Yorkshire,, 
Durham,  and  Lincolnshire.

To  the  Chairman  end  Members  of 
Felting  Urban  District  CounciL 
Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report, 
wherein  you  will  find  details  of  the  work  done  during  the  year. 

NOTICES  SERVED. — 641  Informal  Notices,  34 
Notices  re-served,  and  21  Statutory  Notices  were  served  upon 
the  owners  of  property.  The  whole  of  the  Notices,  with  the 
exception  of  12,  were  complied  with.  These  are  being  dealt 
with.  Legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  two  owners  for 
structural  defects.  In  one  case  an  Order  was  made  by  the 
Justices,  the  nuisance  was  abated,  and  costs  recovered.  In 
the  other  case  the  work  required  Vv^as  done  after  the  summons 
was  issued.  The  case  was  withdrawn,  the  owner  paying  the 
costs  of  the  summons. 
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SANITARY  CONVENIENCES.— 91  Informal  Notices 
and  4 Statutory  Notices  were  served,  dealings  with  the  follow- 
ing" defects : — Privy  doors,  43 ; privy  seats,  45 ; defective 
hatchdoors  and  fastenings,  113;  privy  walls  and  roofs,  36. 
Twenty-four  Notices  were  served  with  respect  to  water  closets, 
6 ash-pit  privies  were  abolished,  and  13  water  closets  pro- 
vided. Twenty-five  ash-closets  were  converted  into  v/ater- 
closets,  and  15  water-closets  provided  due  to  insufficience. 
Nineteen  ash-bins  provided  in  place  of  defective  ones.

BENSON  TERRACE. — Four  privy  middens  were 
abolished,  the  yards  divided,  giving  each  tenant  a separate 
yard,  with  water-closet  accommodation. 

YARD  PAVING. — 21  Informal  Notices  and  1 Satutory 
Notice  were  served  with  respect  to  yard  paving;  12  yards 
were  repaved,  8 repaired,  and  4 are  being  dealt  with. 

DRAINAGE. — 86  Notices  were  served  with  respect  to 
house  drainage,  2 no  disconnection  from  sewer;  84  for  defec- 
tive and  choked  drains  (many  of  the  drains  were  choked 
due  to  carelessness  of  the  tenants)  ; 23  Notices  served  for 
defective  yard  gullies ; the  gullies  were  removed  and  new 
gullies  of  the  latest  type  provided.  45  Notices  were  served 
for  defective  scullery  sinks  and  paste  pipes  ; 21  new  earthen- 
ware sinks  were  provided  in  the  place  of  insanitary  iron  ones. 


The  drainage  fit  the  Hope  and  Anchor  Inn,  Windy 
Nook,  when  tested,  was  found  so  defective  that  a new  system 


of  drainag;e  was  found  necessary.  Two  water-closets  were 
substituted  for  ash-closets,  18ft.  of  6-inch  and  90ft.  of  4-inch 
pipes,  three  new  yard  g’ullies,  and  three  inspection  chambers 
provided.  At  the  Bay  Horse  Inn,  Windy  Nook,  Stephenson 
Terrace  and  W illiam  Street,  Felling',  the  drainag’e  was  so 
defective  that  a new  system  of  drainage  was  laid. 

W.^TER  SUPPLY.— 14  Notices  were  served  with 
respect  to  water  supply  to  houses,  the  water  having  been  cut 
off  by  the  water  companies’  Inspector  owing  to  defective 
supply  pipes  and  taps.  The  Notices  were  complied  with. 

STRUCTLR.A.L  DEFECTS. — 302  Informal  Written 
Notices  were  served  and  15  Formal  Notices  by  Order  of  the 
Council.  .All  the  Notices,  with  the  exception  of  eight,  were 
complied  with.  These  are  having  attention.  Two  Notices 
were  not  complied  with  until  summonses  were  served,  and 
in  one  case  an  Order  of  the  Court  made. 

The  defects  consist  of  defective  roofs,  spouts,  causing 
dampness,  ceilings,  wall  plaster,  window's  without  cords  or 
fastening,  floors,  fireplaces,  stairs,  food  stores,  etc.  These 
Notices  were  served  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health 
Acts. 


CLOSING  ORDERS. — During  the  year  7 dwelling- 
houses  which  had  been  unoccupied  for  a number  of  years 
and  were  in  a dangerous  condition  were  reported.  A Closing 
Order  was  made  by  the  Council,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Housing  Acts,  1890-1925. 

DEMOLITION  ORDERS.— There  were  7 houses  on 
which  Closing  Orders  were  made,  the  owner  having  failed  to 
put  them  into  a habitable  condition.  Demolition  Orders  were 
served. 

HOUSING  ACTS— 1919,  Sec.  18;  1925,  Sec.  3.-^ 
29  Informal  Notices  and  one  Formal  Notice  were  served. 
20  of  the  Notices  were  complied  with,  and  9 are  under  con- 
sideration. 
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HOUSE  INSPECTION. — 32  houses  were  inspected 
under  the  Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations,  and 
records  taken  of  defects  found.  The  houses  inspected  were 
as  follows : — 8 one-roomed  houses,  23  two  rooms,  I three 
rooms;  4 houses  were  sub-let.  Allowing  (as  per  Census 
returns)  two  persons  per  room,  23  houses  were  overcrowded, 
viz.  : — 8 one  room,  1-i  two  room,  I three  room.  The  worst 
cases  of  overcowding  were  the  one-room  houses.  Four  with 
four  persons,  one  with  five^  one  with  six,  and  one  with  seven 
persons.  Two-roomed  houses:  four  with  seven  persons. 
That  overcrowding  is  still  very  prevalent  is  indicated  by  the 
Notices  sent  in  by  the  County  Health  Visitor,  and  in  ten 
cases  there  were  T.B.  patients.  The  need  for  houses  and  yet 
more  houses  is  very  urgent. 

INCREASE  OF  RENT  AND  MORTGAGE  IN- 
TEREST (RESTRICTIONS)  ACT,  1920.— During  the  year 
no  applications  were  received  for  Certificates  under  Section 
2 (2)  of  the  above  Act. 

New  Houses. — The  following  new  houses  have  been 
occupied  during  the  year:  42  under  the  Council’s  Housing 
Schemes,  viz.,  32  on  the  Falla  Park  Site  and  10  on  the 
Watermill  Lane  Site.  By  private  enterprise,  6 at  Windy 
Nook,  5 at  Heworth,  4 Bungalows,  Sunderland  Road,  12 
Miners’  Cottages  at  Windv  Nook. 

A Determining  Order  was  made  in  respect  to  a house 
in  Quarry  Row ; this  house  had  been  closed  for  some  years.- 
Now  made  into  a four-room  house. 

Plans  have  been  passed  for  62  houses  under  the 
Council’s  Housing  Scheme,  and  16  by  private  contractors. 
Many  of  these  houses  are  well  advanced  and  should  be  com- 
pleted early  in  1926. 

Infectious  Disease. — 106  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
were  removed  to  hospital.  Three  positive  cases  of 
Diphtheria  were  notified ; these  were  visited ; the  premises 
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inspected ; no  faults  were  discovered ; instructions  and  dis- 
infectants \vere  g'iven.  In  December  a case  of  srnall-pox  was 
notified  ; the  patient  (a  man)  was  removed  to  Whiteleas 
Isolation  hiospitalj  tne  bed  and  bedding'  removed  and  disin- 
fected, the  house  was  fumig-ated  with  Formalin  vapour  and 
spraj/ , the  names  of  contacts  taken  and  kept  under  observa- 
tion for  14  days.  No  other  case  occurred  from  that  source.

Unwholesome  Food. — A request  was  made  by  trades- 
men to  inspect  two  beasts  and  one  sheep.  W"hen  examined 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  he  condemned  one  and 
half  beasts  and  one  sheep  as  unfit  for  human  food.  These 
were  removed  and  destroyed. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. — There  are  no  Reg'istered 
Lodging  Houses  in  the  district. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops.— There  are  13 
cow-iveepers  and  lo  purveyors  of  milk  on  the  Reg'ister  at  the 
31st  December,  1925. 

There  are  six  persons  retailing  milk  in  the  district  who 
reside  outside  the  district  boundaries. 

The  greater  portion  of  milk  sold  comes  from  other 
districts  by  train. 
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The  cow-sheds,  when  visited,  were  found  in  a clean 
condition  ; the  cows  looked  healthy. 

Two  notices  were  served,  one  to  lime-wash  and  one 
for  defective  gulley,  both  were  complied  with. 

Slaughter  Houses. — There  are  15  on  the  Register, 
8 of  these  are  licensed,  and  renewed  annually. 


The  Public  Health  (Meat)  Reg'ulations,  1924,  came 
into  operation  on  the  1st  day  of  April,  1925.  The  butchers 
in  the  district  met  the  chairman  of  the  Plealth  Committee, 
the  Clerk  to  the  Council  and  myself  in  conference,  when  the 
Regfulations  were  explained  and  copies  of  the  Reg'ulations 
were  given  to  each.  They  gave  a promise  to  carry  out  the 
Regulations. 


Several  of  the  Slaughter  Houses  are  old  and  situated 
in  congested  areas.  They  are  kept  clean. 

One  person  failed  to  give  notice  of  slaughter ; the  beast 
suffered  from  Tuberculosis ; the  beast  was  slaughtered  and 
interred  on  private  land.  The  Council  ordered  the  beast  to 
be  disinterred  and  to  be  removed  and  destroyed  under  super- 
vision. This  was  done,  the  butcher  cautioned. 


Four  notices  were  served,  one  to  provide  more  suit- 
able premises  for  hunger  house,  two  for  suitable  bins  to  hold 
refuse,  one  to  limewash. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act. — There  are  30  fac- 
tories and  45  workshops  and  workplaces,  and  two  out- 
workers on  the  Register.  One  notice  was  received  from 
H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  for  defective  gulley  in  bakery. 
This  had  attention  and  fault  remedied.
